etables from the town .grocer, who 
lives on canned meat and satisfies 
vith condensed milk, is 


not faitiing ja the best sense. He ts 
ja miner, taking viches fror: the soll, 
| just as truly as the man who mines 
jfor silver, or coal, or gold, only he 
; does not have to dig into the bowels 
;of the earth His riches come to 
him from the soil, and appear in the 
}golden heads of grain. They do not 
|put it so bluntly, but what these well 
| meaning advisers have in mind {fs that 
}the men of the west should cease 
jmining, and take up farming—what 
we have come to call mixed farming. 
| There can be no gainsaying the wis- 
}dom of the advice. We cannot for- 
; ever rob thesoil of its richness and 
; expect it to retain its fertility. If we 
}are to take from the ground the 
{goodness that Nature has implanted 
in it, we should return to the soil 
jin the form of fertilizers something 
jot that which we take away.

Duels In France. ' 


Curlesities ef Korean Justice. [ 
The Korean judge dispenses justice , 
in the open, and by etiquette only the | 
judge can sit. Every one else must | 
stand, excepting the prisoner and bis 
friends, who are forced to remain in 
a humble kneeling position with bow- 
ed heads. Until quite recently these | 
trials were always very one sided and 
shockingly unjust. When a man was 
brought to a judge it was taken for | 
granted he was guilty, and if be did 
not confess he was tortured and made | 
to do so, Witnesses, too, were openly ; 
bribed. In fact, giving evidence for 
or against an accused person meant a 
liying to a portion of the community, | 
and these witnesses naturally favored 
those who paid best. Punishments 
varied. If the prisons were too full 
and the condemned could not pay a 
fine they were often given a chance 
to escape or disappeared by some 
means. Though these are things of 
the past, Korean judges, like those of 
China, possess a poor Idea of the 
sense of justice.—Wide World Maga- 
rine. 


Speeds of the Stars. 

Years of arduous research have re 
vealed that the stars nearly all move 
with specific speeds of from ten to 
thirty miles per second, our star, the 
sun, Moving about thirteen miles per 
second. But the rapid stars, those 
having large proper motions, say, of 
eight or nine seconds of arc per year, 
are fiying at such terrific velocities 
that they form a class by themselyes. 
‘Their speeds are between 100 and 500 
‘miles per second, the latter being that 
of the huge sun Arcturus. The attrac- 
tlon of the quantity of miles in all 
suns—that is, bodies that are visible 
ito the eye or to photographic plates— 
4s totally unable to cause these im- 
mense velocities. This shows that the 
quantity of invisible matter ts far 
greater than that in the 100,000,000 
visible bodies. The quantity of matter 
able to impart a speed of 100 to 500 
miles per second is far beyond all im- 
agination. — Edgar Lucien Larkin in 
New York American,

Youngest Volcanoes In B.C. 

vrofessor Brrwesh, who bas been 
at Work on the geology cf British Col- 
umbia for several years, has return- 
ed from an examinattion of Garibaldi, 
which may have the effect of placing 
that splendid mountain and some 
of its neigiubors {n the positio.. of be- 
ing the youngest volcanos in the pro- 
vince. He went up to the recent sum- 
mit camp of the B.C, Mountaineering 
Club, and accompanied ly the presi- 
dent, Ar. W. J. Gray, made a carefu 
study of the district. He has found 
that Garlbald!, Red Mountain and an- 
other smaller volcano ave been built 
upon a glaciated surface avout 5000 
feet high. None of the bree volcan: 
oes bears the marks of glaciation, ex- 
cept insofar as their own home-grown 
glaciers havo been able to modify 
their outlines in some very slight de- 
gree. But the work of such local 
glaciers requires very careful looking 
for; whereas the platfurm from which 
the voleanic piles stand up has been 
glaciated so intensely that even the 
inexperienced eye can recognize it. 
The lava streams which flowed from 
the voleanoes, and the bec of stuff 
which were formed by the accumula- 
tion of ‘he fragmentary material 
blown out of their crates during erup- 
tion, are all to be traced, cold, black, 
and forbidding, lying upon the gently 
undulating surface of the glaciated 
plateau. 

Professor Burwash believes the evi- 
dence he has obtained sufficient to 
prove that these volcanoes came into 
existence during thte second sta52 of 
the glacial epoch, He regards it as 
very doubtful, however, if the vel- 
canic action had begun whea the first 
stage of the glacial epoch was on. The 
general moulding of the platform on 
which Garibaldi stands was done dur- 
” ing that earlier stage. when the ice 
spread far and piled high. 

These are very important results. 
Something of the geological interest 
of the district was recognized by the 
members of the Mountaineering Club

Although in these days of artificial 
manure lime is not so highly necessary 
as it was, an application will work 
wonders with most soils, particularly 
with those that have been neglected;
